State Supervises 
Child Care Work 


A major responsibility of the 
Department of Pensions and 
Security is to provide for chil- 
dren who need care away from 
their own homes, Commission- 
er Alvin 'T, Prestwood said to- 
day in describing the agency's 
program of boarding foster 
care. 

Last month, he said 1,386 
children received care in about 
700 licensed boarding homes 
under supervision of State and 
county pensions and security 
departments. Of this total, 220 
children were under care of 
the State Department and 1,- 
166 were under county super- 
vision,

NEW ELECTION 
IS CALLED FOR 
DISTRICT TAXES 


A new school tax extension 
election was called by the 
Board of County Commission 
ers Monday to supplement a 
School tax extension adopted 
overwhelmingly by the voters 
of Coffee county last week, 

The new election was called 
for May 19 for extension of the 
existing threesmill schovul tax 
levied by districts and which 
could not be submitted by law 
to the voters until thie county 
Wide extension was adopted, 

The schoo} Superintendents 
for Elba, Enterprise and ‘the 
county appeared before the 
board and reviewed that the 
schools operate on a total of 
seven mills tax on each dollar 
Of assessed valuation. This se 
ven mills consists of units of 
1-mill and 3-mill county-wide 
taxes adupted by the vaters 
last week and an additional 
3-mill tax levied by districts 
and which is due to expire Oct 
1, 1964, 

Neither the taxes voted last 
week, nor the taxes for which 
the election is called May 19, 
constitute any additional taxa- 
tion but are for extension of 
present taxes which, by law 
Will expire, it was emphasized 
by School Superintendent s. J 
Casey of Elba, Superintendent 
J. R. Snellgrove for Enterprise, 
and C. EB. Peacock for the 
county, 

The new election Will be to 
extend the district levy for Bn- 
terprise for 24 years, and for 
Elba and the rest of the coun 
ty outside the two cities for 2¢ 
years from Oct, 1, 1964, when 
the present taxes expire. 

The county-wide school tax 
extensions last week failed to 
carry only three of the 87 hox- 
€s in the entire county. Oppos- 
ed to the extensions were Beat 
6, Box 4, in Elba at the Reese 
Street - Coast Line railroad 
crossing where the vote was 10 
yes and 11 no; Beat 10, Box 2; 
Chestnut Grove, where every 
one of the 14 votes cast were in 
opposition; and Beat 21, Wood- 
land Grove, where the vote 
was 7 yes and 10 no, on the 3- 
mill levy 

The same boxes were the on- 
ly polling places in the coun_ 
ty which voted against the 1- 
mill levy. The vote in Beat 6 
Box 4, was the same as on the 
8-mill levy; at, Chestnut Grove 
1t was 7 yes and 9 no, and at 
Woodland Grove it was 7 yes 
and 10 no, 

County - Wide Results 

For the entire county the 3. 


mill levy was adopted 1,118 yes 
and only 194 no, while county- 
wide the 1-mill levy was adopt- 
ed 1,131 yes and only 194 no.

Social Security 
Payments Higher 


“AS a result of the 1958 
mendments to the Social Se- 
curity Act, higher benefit  a- 
mounts will be paid to all per- 
sons now receiving old-age, 
Survivors, and disability pay- 
ments,’ stated Harry N. Scott, 
manager of the Dothan, Alaba- 
ma social security district of- 
fice. 

The increase is approximate- 
ly 7 percent in most cases and 
was reflected for the first time 
in the checks delivered early 
in February. For example, a 
beneficiary who was receiving 
the old maximum monthly 
benefit of $108.50 in 1958 had 
his benefit automatically in- 
creased to $116.00 beginning 
January 1959. Maximum family 
benefits were increased from 
$200 to as much as $254 month- 
ly. All future beneficiaries will 
also receive this increase. 

Harry N. Scott further point- 
ed out that in order to make 
these increased benefits possi- 
ble, the social Security tax rate 
was raised for both employers 
and employees from 2 and one- 
fourth percent to 2 and one- 
half percent effective January 
1959. In addition, the first 
$4800 of a person's earnings 
will now be taxable for social 
security purposes: only the 
first $4200 was taxable in 1958,

“Our figure of 30 per- 
cent is aimed at only one-half 
of what the Alabama Legisla- 
ture has decreed property as-

that the state depends upon 
three forms of taxation for its 
revenue. These are: (1) the 
Sales tax, which is already five 
cents on the dollar in many 
Alabama localities; (2) the in- 
come tax, which compares fa- 
vorably with that in other 
States; and (3) the ad valorem 
or property tax, in which Ala- 
bama trails all other states.
